MONTHS  LAST  YEAR,   AND  WITH    IMPROVED  DOMESTIC  DEMAND  AND  HIGHER  LOAN 
RATES  ON  BASIC  CROPS,    INCOME   FROM  CROPS    IS  ALSO   EXPECTED  TO  TOTAL  CON- 
SIDERABLY HIGHER  THAN  A   YEAR  EARLIER. 
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THE  FARM  INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  May  amounted  to  773 
million  dollars  compared  with  the  revised  estimate  of  704  million  dollars  in  April  and 
with  620  million  dollars  in  May  1940.  Income  from  farm  marketings  increased  more  than 
seasonally  from  April  to  May  and  income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  higher  than  in  May  last  year.  Both  marketings  and  prices  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  sharp  increases  in  income  were 
indicated  for  all  groups  of  commodities  Income  from  cotton  in  May  also  was  sharply 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  with  a  large  part  of  the  increase  resulting  from  the  redemp- 
tion of  over  1  million  bales  of  cotton  formerly  placed  under  loan.  Government 
conservation  and  parity  payments  in  May  totaled  25  million  dollars  compared  with  39 
million  dollars  in  April  and  28  million  dollars  in  May  last  year. 

Cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments,  totaled  3,544  million  dollars 
during  the  first  5  months  of  1941  or  307  million  dollars  (9  percent)  more  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1940.  Income  from  farm  marketings  of  3,240  million  dollars  was 
388  million  dollars  (14  percent)  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  whereas  Government  payments 
were  81  million  dollars  less.  Income  from  crops  from  January  to  May  this  year  was  about 
4  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year  Declines  in  income 
from  grains  and  tobacco  more  than  offset  increases  in  income  from  other  groups  of 
crops.  Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  was  nearly  twice  as  high  as  in  the  first  5 
months  of  1940,  since  a  larger  part  of  the  crop  was  sold  after  January  1  this  year,  and 
there  was  a  substantial  redemption  of  cotton  placed  under  loan  in  1938  and  1940. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  from  January  to  May  totaled  2,250 
million  dollars  or  424  million  dollars  (23  percent)  more  than  in  the  same  peiiod  last 
year.  All  groups  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  have  shown  marked  increases  in 
income,   but   the  largest  increases  have  been  from  cattle,   hogs,  wool,   and  butterfat. 
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Income  from  fatra  marketings  in  tS&y  of  '143  million  dollars  was  33  raiiiion  dollars 
higher  than  in  April  and  156  mi'lion  dollera  higher  than  in  Maylastyear  The  increase 
in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  Apri!  -o  May'  this  year  was  somewhat  larger  than 
usual,  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  ess!;  ":rrn  income  increased  from  93  0  percent  of 
the  1924-20  average  in  April  to  97,0  percent  in  May  This  is  the  highest  point  reached 
by  this  index  since  April  1930 

Income  from  marketings  of  crops  increased  slightly  more  than  usual  from  April 
to  May,  largely  because  cf  increased  marketings  of  corn  and  oats,  the  higher  mi  ses  of 
potatoes  in  the  early  States,  and  the  additional  income  received  from  redemption  of 
cotton  and  wheat.  The  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  livestock  increased 
from  107.0  in  April  to  112.0  in  May.  Income  from  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  increased  more  than  seasonally,  but  the  greatest  increase  was  in  income  from 
poultry  and  eggs. 

Cash  income  from  all  farm  marketings  is  expected  to  continue  to  show  substantial 
increases  during  the  next  few  months  over  the  corresponding  months  of  1940,  The  in 
crease  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  over  the  corresponding  months  of 
a  year  earlier  may  not  be  quite  as  large  as  it  was  in  May .  when  unusually  heavy  market 
ings  were  accompanied  by  advances  in  prices,  but  income  is  expected  to  be  considerably 
higher  than  in  1940.  Because  of  smaller  marketings,  income  from  crops  during  the  first 
5  months  of  1940  was  less  than  a  year  earlier,  but  present  crop  prospects  indicate  a 
sharp  increase  in  marketings  in  the  next  few  months,  and,  with  improved  consumer  demand 
and  with  prices  of  many  of  the  more  important  commodities  stabilized  by  loans,  income 
from  crops  should  increase  much  more  than  seasonally  to  a  level  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.  Government  payments  during  the  remainder  of  1941  are  expected  to 
total  about  the  same  as  during  the  corresponding  months  of  1940.

The  marked  rise  in  income  from  farm  marketings  in  April  over  April  1940  was 
shared  by  all  major  geographic  divisions.  The  greatest  increase  in  income  was  in  the 
South  Atlantic  division,  where  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  substantially 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up  40  percent.  In 
the  East  North  Central  and  South  Central  regions  sharp  increases  of  income  from  live- 
stock were  accompanied  by  smaller  increases  in  income  from  crops,  and  income  from  farm 
marketings  in  both  of  these  regions  was  30  percent  higher  than  in  April  last  year.  In 
the  remaining  regions  of  the  country  increases  in  income  from  marketings  ranged  from  8 
to  10  percent.  Government  payments  in  April  were  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  partic- 
ularly in  the  West  North  Central  region  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  in 
that  region  were  2  percent  less  than  in  April  1940.  In  all  of  the  remaining  regions 
income,  including  Government  payments,  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 


In  all  geographic  regions  except  the  Western  region,  income  from  farm  marketings 
usually  declines  slightly  from  March  to  April,  but  this  year  income  was  about  the  same 
or  somewhat  higher  in  April  than  in  March,  and  in  the  Western  region  the  increase  in 
income  was  greater  than  usual.  In  the  East  North  Central  and  South  Central  regions  the 
sharp  increase  in  income  in  contrast  with  the  usual  seasonal  decline  resulted  largely 
from  heavy  marketings  and  higher  prices  of  livestock  and  livestock  products. 


During  the  first  4  months  of  1941  income  from  farm  marketings  was  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  in  all  major  geographic  regions,  but  in  the  West  North  Central  region 
income,  including  Government  payments,  totaled  1  percent  less.  Income,  including 
Government  payments,  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  but  9  of  the  48  States.  The 
greatest  declines  in  income  were  in  Maine  and  Connecticut  and  resulted  largely  from 
smaller  returns  from  potatoes  and  tobacco.  In  several  of  the  North  Central  States 
income  from  crops  was  down  sharply  from  a  year  earlier  because  of  smaller  sales  of 
wheat  and  the  smaller  amounts  of  corn  placed  under  loan,  but  in  all  States  except 
Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  and  Nebraska  the  smaller  returns  from  crops  were  more  than 
offset  by  increased  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.  The  greatest  in- 
crease in  income  was  in  Florida,  where  sales  of  citrus  fruits  and  truck  crops  were  more 
nearly  normal  than  in  1940  when  marketings  were  greatly  restricted  by  unusually  cold 
weather 


North  Atlantic  States 

In  April  an  8  percent  decline  in  income  from  crops  was  more  than  offset  by  a  15 
percent  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  and  total  income  from 
farm  marketings  was  up  8  percent  over  April  last  year.  Government  payments  were  smaller 
than  in  the  year  earlier  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  7  percent 
In  Maine  income  from  potatoes  was  sharply  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  total  income 
was  down  9  percent,  and  in  Connecticut  smaller  returns  from  apples,  potatoes,  and 
tobacco  resulted  in  a  decline  in  total  income,  including  Government  payments,  of  7 
percent  In  all  of  the  remaining  States  income  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the 
increases  ranging  from  3  percent  in  New  Hampshire  to  18  percent  in  New  Jersey.

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Income  from  January  to  April  was  substantially  less  than  a  year  earlier  in  Maine 
and  Connecticut  and  was  slightly  lowti  m  Rhode  Island,  but  in  the  remaining  States 
income  was  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  averaged  2 
percent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1940. 

East  North  Central  States 

Because  of  the  sharp  increases  in  income  from  livestock  and  increased  returns 
from  corn,  income  in  all  States  of  this  region  during  April  was  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.  The  increases  in  income  from  farm  marketings  ranged  from  19 
percent  in  Michigan  to  35  percent  in  Indiana  and  Wisconsin  Income  including  Govern- 
ment payments,  was  up  25  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole  and  increases  ranged  from  14 
percent  in  Indiana  to  36  percent  in  Wisconsin.  The  increase  in  income  from  livestock 
resulted  largely  from  marked  increases  in  returns  from  hogs,  poultry,  and  dairy  products, 
but  income  from  most  other  livestock  in  April  was  also  higher  than  a  year  earlier 

During  the  first  4  months  of  1941  income  from  farm  marketings  was  10  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  9  percent. 
Income,  including  Government  payments,  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of 
the  region,  the  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Illinois  to  18  percent  in  Wisconsin. 
Income  from  crops  during  the  first  4  months  of  the  year  was  23  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier,   whereas  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  23  percent  higher 


West  North  Central  States 

The  marked  decline  in  income  from  wheat,  corn,  and  potatoes,  much  more  than 
offset  increases  in  income  from  most  other  crops,  and  total  income  from  crops  during 
April  was  only  about  half  as  high  as  in  April  last  year.  However,  income  in  April  1940 
in  this  region  was  relatively  high,  as  substantial  amounts  of  corn  were  placed  under 
loan  and  income  from  wheat  was  higher  than  usual  because  of  the  additional  income 
received  from  redemption  and  sale  of  wheat  previously  placed  under  loan.  Whi le  some  wheat 
was  redeemed  in  this  region  during  April  this  year,  the  additional  income  received  from 
the  redemption  of  wheat  was  much  smaller  than  last  year.  Returns  from  livestock  in  April 
were  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States.  Government  payments 
during  April  were  much  less  than  a  year  earlier  in  this  region  and  income,  including 
Government  payments,  was  somewhat  smaller  in  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota, 
and  Nebraska. 

During  the  first  4  months  of  1941  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was  down  36 
percent  and  income  from  livestock  up  23  percent.  Total  income  from  farm  maiketings 
exceeded  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  by  5  percent  but  income,  including 
Government  payments,  was  1  percent  less.  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  and  Kansas  were  the 
only  States  in  this  region  where  income  during  this  period  recorded  significant 
increases  over  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 


South  Atlantic  States 

Income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States 
of  the  region  during  April.  For  the  region  as  a  whole  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up 
40  percent  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  34  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.  The  increases  ranged  from  2  percent  in  Georgia  to  95  percent  in  South  Carolina. 
Larger  returns  from  citrus  fruits,  truck  crops,  and  cotton,  as  well  as  near ly  al 1  types 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products,   largely  accounted  for  the  increase  in  income

From  January  to  April  income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  in  this  region  were 
24  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up 
20  percent.  Total  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  higher  in  all  States  in 
the  region,  with  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  West  Virginia  to  20  and  21  percent 
in  Georgia  and  Delaware,  and  52  percent  in  Florida. 

South  Central  States 

During  April  sharp  increases  in  income  from  crops  in  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Arkansas,  and  Texas  offset  declines  in  remaining  States,  and  total  income  from  crops 
was  15  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Income  from  livestock  was  higher  in  all 
States  except  Louisiana  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  the  increase  amounted  to  38 

percent.  Government  payments  in  this  region  were  much  less  than  in  April  last  year  and 
income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  only  19  percent.  In  Louisiana  and 
Tennessee  income  was  somewhat  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  in  the  remaining  States  the 
increase  in  income  ranged  from  11  percent  in  Oklahoma  to  82  percent  in  Arkansas,  where 
income  from  cotton  was  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier. 

From  January  to  April  income  from  crops  in  this  region  totaled  12  percent  more 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1940  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  up  32  percent,  resulting  in  a  total  increase  in  income  from  farm  marketings 
of  22  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole.  However,  Government  payments  in  this  region 
during  the  first  4  months  of  this  year  were  considerably  smaller  than  a  year  earlier 
and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  only  10  percent.  While  income  from 
farm  marketings  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region,  income, 
including  Government  payments,   was  lower  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi. 

Western  States 

Because  of  the  sharp  increase  in  returns  from  livestock  in  all  States  except 
Nevada,  income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  during  April  was  10  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  9  percent.  In 
Nevada  returns  from  cattle  were  somewhat  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  resulted  in  a  5 
percent  decline  in  total  income  for  that  State.  All  of  the  remaining  States  recorded 
increases  in  income  including  Government  payments  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Washington 
to  22  percent  in  Wyoming. 

During  the  first  4  months  of  1940  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was  up  6 
percent  from  a  year  earlier,  and  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  up 
17  percent.     Government  payments  were  somewhat  lower,   and  total  income,  including 

Government  payments,  was  only  8  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  In  Nevada  total 
income,  including  Government  payments,  for  the  first  4  months  of  the  year  was  6  percent 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  but  in  the  remaining  States  increases 
in  income  ranged  from  2  to  25  percent. 
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PROSPECTIVE  FARM  INCOME  FOR  1941 

The  marked  increase  in  consumer  incomes,  the  higher  level  of  loans  on  basic 
crops,  and  the  support  of  prices  of  hogs  and  dairy  and  poultry  products  under  the  lease- 
lend  program  are  all  factors  contributing  to  a  prospective  sharp  increase  in  cash  farm 
income  for  1941.  Some  costs  are  also  rising,  farm  wages  in  particular  have  gone  up 
sharply. 

During  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was 
14  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1940.  Present  prospects  are  for 
a  relatively  high  level  of  agricultural  production  in  1941  which,  together  with  the 
probable  trend  of  farm  prices  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  and  cash  farm  income  to 
date,  indicate  that  the  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  1941  may  be  as  much 
as  10  billion  dollars.  In  1940  the  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  totaled 
$8,357,000,000  Should  the  present  prospects  for  income  in  1941  be  realized,  it  would 
be  the  highest  for  any  year  since  1929,  when  income  was  11.2  billions.  Highest  recorded 
farm  income  in  the  past  30  years  was  14.4  billions  in  1919. 

Government  payments  during  the  first  five  months  of  1941  totaled  303  million 
dollars  compared  with  385  million  dollars  in  the  first  five  months  of  last  year.  How- 
ever, it  is  probable  that  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  Government  payments  will  not  be 
greatly  different  from  those  for  the  corresponding  months  in  1940,  and  for  the  year  as 
a  whole  may  total  nearly  700  million  dollars.  Thus  cash  farm  income  including  Government 
payments  in  1941  may  amount  to  about  $10,700,000,000  this  year,  compared  with 
$9,123,000,000  for  1940. 

The  estimate  of  cash  farm  income  for  1941  includes  income  from  farm  marketings, 
income  from  commodities  already  placed  or  to  be  placed  under  loan,  and  Government 
payments  during  the  calendar  year  1941.  In  addition,  farmers  are  realizing  some  income 
through  the  redemption  of  wheat  and  cotton  placed  under  loan  last  year,  and  this  is 
also  included  in  the  total  estimate  of  income.  The  estimate  of  the  quantity  of  farm 
products  to  be  marketed  during  the  calendar  year  is  based  upon  the  June  1  forecast  of 
production  of  winter  wheat,  the  condition  and  average  acreage  of  other  crops  on  June  1, 
and  present  prospects  for  the  sale  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  and  assumes  a  normal  movement  of  crops  and  livestock  to  market. 
Should  the  marketing  of  1941  crops  and  livestock  this  year  be  earlier  or  later  than 
usual,  the  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  the  year  might  be  higher  or  lower  than 
is  now  contemplated  The  estimated  prices  of  farm  products  take  into  account  the 
prospective  supplies,  loans  on  basic  crops,  and  assumes  continued  improvement  in 
domestic  demand  for   farm  products  through  the  remainder  of  1941. 

Income  from  the  sales  of  wheat,  cotton,  hogs,  wool,  and  dairy  and  poultry  products 
through  1941  is  expected  to  show  the  largest  percentage  increases  over  1940.  The  new 
loan  rates  on  wheat  are  approximately  35  cents  a  bushel  higher  than  the  loan  rates 
prevailing  last  year,  and  at  85  percent  of  parity  the  new  loan  rate  on  cotton  will  be 
m  to  5  cents  per  pound  higher  than  in  1940.  These  marked  increases  in  loan  rates  may 
result  in  increased  income  from  these  two  commodities  of  about  500  million  dollars. 
The  higher  loan  rates  on  rice,  tobacco  and  corn  may  also  result  in  some  increases  in 
the  income  from  these  commodities.  While  very  little  of  the  1941  crop  of  corn  will 
come  under  loan  during  1941,  the  prospective  higher  loan  rates  have  been  a  factor  in 
the  marked  rise  of  corn  prices  during  the  past  two  months,    and  the  higher  prices,  if 
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continued,  will  result  in  a  substantial  increase  in  income  from  the  1940  crop  remaining 
to  be  marketed.  Some  increase  in  income  is  also  to  be  expected  from  the  prospective 
crops  of  fruits,  vegetables,  soybeans,  and  flaxseed,  and  the  higher  prices  of  corn  and 
wheat  may  be  accompanied  by  some  increases  in  prices  of  other  grains.  Because  of  the 
loan  rates,  the  income  from  crops  in  1941  is  likely  to  be  more  dependent  on  the  volume 
of  production  than  in  normal  years.  Consequently  any  improvement  or  deterioration  in 
crop  prospects  from  those  prevailing  in  mid-June  is  likely  to  be  reflected  in  the 
income  from  crops  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  1941  may  increase  more 
than  the  income  from  crops.  Marketings  of  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  except 
hogs  are  expected  to  show  substantial  increases  over  those  in  1940,  and  the  decline  in 
marketings  of  hogs  is  likely  to  be  much  more  than  offset  by  the  sharp  increase  in 
prices.  On  May  15  prices  of  hogs  were  53  percent  higher  than  on  the  same  date  last 
year  and,  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  demand  and  the  price  stabilization  program, 
hog  prices  during  the  remainder  of  1941  are  expected  to  average  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.  Prices  of  most  livestock  products  also  are  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  which,  together  with  the  prospective  increase  in  marketings,  is 
expected  to  result  in  a  substantial  increase  in  farm  income  from  these  products.
